8TH TENNESSEE REGIMENT REUNION 
Taken from The Fayetteville Observer September 17, 1891 


The annual reunion of the 8th Tennessee Regiment was held at Petersburg on 
the 2d and 3d inst., and from the size of the crowd there seems to be a 
growing interest with the old soldiers. There was the largest attendance 
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of any meeting we have had. As the sun began to sink behind the western 
horizon, the old veterans began to assemble in the beautiful grove 
previously selected and well provided with seats and stand. And, oh, what 
a feast it was of handshaking and mingling, of “howd’ys” and smiles which 
made us glad that we were one of the boys. After the usual salutations 
and jokes, supper was announced. It was prepared by the people of 
Petersburg, was fit for a king,and was a credit to those who supplied it. 
To say that we did justice to the eatables is expressing it mildly. It 
seemed each one vied with his neighbor in the amount of good things he 
wrapped himself around and how much of "COW BILL’S" coffee he could hide. 
We call him COW BILL not because everybody else does, but for the reason 
that we found so much of the milk of human kindness in his composition. 
After the hearty repast we engaged in conversation, and enjoyment and 
happiness were unbounded. After some consultation it was thought best to 
call a meeting for the transaction of the business so as to dispose of 
such matters and devote the next day to the pursuit of pleasure. This 
arrangement met the endorsement of all. 

Accordingly the meeting was called to order by the president, R.J. 
SMALL, and the minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. The 
roli was then called and although some were absent it was pleasant to 
learn that not one of our number has been removed by death. After the 
transaction of other business, an election was held which resulted in the 
selection of the following officers to serve the ensuing year: President, 
COL. C.C. MCKINNEY; lst vice pres., J.M. MCAFEE; 2nd vice pres., GEO. C. 
CARMACK; 3rd vice pres., G. LOGAN: 4th vice-pres., J.M. McFERRIN; 5th 
vice-pres., T.L. WILLIAMSON; treasurer, Dr. A.M. HALL; secretary, JAS. W. 
RAWLS ;' 


The selection of a place for the next meeting was then in order. Several 
places were suggested and after some discussion it was decided to hold the 
next meeting at Wells Hill the second Wednesday and Thursday nights in 
September, 1892. 


The meeting then adjourned to hear a speech from COL. H.H. SAVAGE, "the 
old man of the mountain.” We repaired to the Russell House with the 
Petersburg string band, and after a serenade the Colonel came out in 
response to repeated calls and made a speech such as he alone cam make. 
At the close of his remarks COL. SAVAGE introduced his friend from 
McMinnville, who told in a pleasant way how much he was indebted to the 


Eighth for saving his life by bearing him off the field at Murfreesboro 
when he was thought to be mortally wounded. 


Calls were then made for JOE CARRIGAN. After a time JOE appeared and 
seemed mad because we made him come out. He seemed to try to see how big 
a speech he could make. His cow-skin story was enjoyed. 


Calls were made for CAPT. GEO. W. HIGGINS, who tried to beg off. It was 
compromised by his telling a story, which he did in his matchless way. 


The morning of the 3rd found us much refreshed from the night’s rest. On 
going to the grounds we found COW BILL engaged in making coffee. We 
partook of the refreshments and were impatient for the exercises to begin. 


MRS. HOWELL BLEDSOE and MISS ELLEN BLAKE appeared with an abundance of 
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evergreens and beautiful flowers, with which they artistically decorated 
the stand. Just as they had finished their work the Elk Band appeared and 
began discoursing sweet mmusic, and contributed largely to the enjoyment 


of the day. We want to congratulate Fayetteville upon having such a 
splendid band. 


The stand was then taken possession of by COL. J.H. SAVAGE and HON. A.S. 
MARKS. The Colonel led off and delivered a masterly address. The soldier 
boys have a warm and tender regard for him, and he is always listened to 
with wrapt attention. He was followed by the latter, who made one of the 
best speeches it was every our good fortune to listen to. It was 
eloquent, bristled with humor and replete with logic and sensible 
suggestions. 


It was then suggested that donations be made to the indigent soldiers. 
MR. G.C. GILLESPIE, although not a soldier, was the first to respond. In 
a substantial way he showed his appreciation of the patriotism and self- 
sacrificing spirit of the "heroes in gray with hearts of gold.” 


Dinner was announced, and never before did we see such a bountiful supply 
and such a great variety of bodily aliments. We addressed ourselves to 
the task of disposing of the good things, and the manner in which this was 
accomplished was proof positive that it was an enjoyable feast. 


We have promised to furnish the county papers with an alphabetic] list of 
the soldiers, which we will do in the near future.

OLD TIMES IN COURT 
Taken from The Fayetteville Observer September 10, 1891 


COL. A.S. COLYAR has a long and interesting article in the anniversary 
edition of The American--reminiscences of the lawyers of this circuit 
in the °’40s and ’50s, when ANDREW J. MARCHBANKS was judge. At that 
time the Fayetteville bar was considered one of if not the strongest 
in the State. He has the following concerning MESSRS. FULTON and 
ROSS, who were the leading lawyers here at that time and whom we hear 
quoted frequently now: 


JAMES FULTON was the highest type of a great lawyer. His eccentricity was 
to stay at home and practice only in his own county; he never even went to 
the Supreme Court. He was a large, well proportioned, well dressed, 
commanding man, and when he made up his mind that he was right on a 
question of law he was a tower of strength. 


WM. T. ROSS was the homeliest man in the circuit. His clothes would fit 
anybody else as well as himself, but he was a great power before a jury. 
He was one of the immortal thirteen in the State Senate who in 1843 
refused to meet the House to elect a Senator, which left the State for two 
years with only one representative in the Senate.

He also tells an amusing incident that took place between W.F. KERCHEVAL 
and JOHN M. BRIGHT, of this place, in the trial of a will case. The 
question was as to the capacity of the testator, and MR. BRIGHT had a 
witness whom he examined at great length, asking him many questions about 
conversations with the old man, all of which KERCHEVAL, "don’t answer 
that." What is the objection?" said MR. BRIGHT. MR. KERCHEVAL replied:

BRIGHT said: "You say the old 
Man was a member of the church? Did he say grace when he sat down to the 
table?” "Stop," said MR. KERCHEVAL, “don’t answer that." "What is the 
objection?" asked the Court, rather impatiently.

"Just let him tell what the old man said, and let the jury judge if it was 
a grace or not."

CAPT. NATHAN S. BOONE 
Taken from Confederate Veteran Vol. 7 p.175 
Contributed by George A. Waller, Ashford, CT 


Comrade T.C. LITTLE, of Fayetteville, Tenn., writes of the death of CAPT. 
NATHAN S. BOONE, which occurred at his home, in Booneville, Tenn., 
November 21, 1898: 


CAPT. BOONE’S parents were among the pioneer settlers of LCT, and he was a 
descendant of the famous DANIEL BOONE. When sixteen years old he 
responded to his country’s call for volunteers, and enlisted for the 
Mexican war, in which he served to the end. Returning home, he remained 
until the war between the States. 


In 1862 "NATH" BOONE, as he was familiarly called, volunteered as a 
private in FORREST’S escort, but at the organization of the company was 
chosen first Lt.. After CAPT. MONTGOMERY LITTLE was killed he was made 
captain, and commanded the company for a long while. He was wounded at 
Somerville, Tenn., and also at Plantersville, Ala. During the memorable 
__ber charge upon GEN. FORREST and his escort by WILSON’S cavalry, CAPT. 
BOONE was the only wounded man in his company, he having been cut on the 
head with a saber while trying to capture the flag from the color bearer. 


They killed on the Federal side numbered __ty-four. His courage knew no 
bounds, his heart no bar. He was a brave, chivalrous man and soldier; yet 
he was gentle, social and kind-hearted as a woman. During the three or 


four days in which GEN. FORREST fought WILSON’S Cavalry, CAPT. BOONE with 
less than one hundred men killed more Federal soldiers than the entire 
Spanish army killed during the recent war, and without the loss of a man. 
He surrendered with GEN. FORREST at Gainesville, Ala., May 12, 1865.

MRS. MARY A. HAMNER, Mayhew, Miss., writes: 

In the April Veteran is mentioned the death of CAPT. NATHAN S. BOONE, of 
GEN. FORREST’S escort. FORREST fought WILSON’S raiders stubbornly at an 
old Baptist church called Ebenezer (since called the battle of Ebenezer), 
between Maplesville and Plantersville, Ala. They made the next stand in 
Selma, where there were breastworks, and another battle was fought. The 
Confederates were scattered, and the Yankees came on down as far as 
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Cahaba. We lived on the main road leading from Cahaba to Linden, Ala. 
About dark one of my neighbors notified me to be on my guard, as the 
Yankees would certainly be there that night. I was alone except for my 
five sleeping little ones and an old servant who had volunteered to do all 
in his power to protect us. I placed lighted lamps in the rooms, and 
seated myself on the front porch to wait. About eleven o’clock I heard 
the clatter of horses’ feet crossing the bridge, the clanking and jingling 
of sabers and spurs, and quickly they were at the gate. With the first 
"Walloo" my heart gave a bound, for I knew they were our men. It was 
CAPT. BOONE who addressed me: “Well, madam, are you frightened to death?" 
T replied; “no, sir; but I am so glad that you are not Yankees. Was GEN. 
FORREST killed? We heard today that he received a severe saber cut over 
the left ear." He said; "No, madam; GEN FORREST was well this evening. I 
am the man who has the saber cut.” His head was bound in a large towel. 
Soon a courier came inquiring for GEN. FORREST’S horse that was wounded 
and had been ordered to my house. I told him we had sent the horse to the 
house of a neighbor, and I called a negro to accompany him there. When 
they reached the house the horse had been sent farther for safekeeping, 
and to this day I had never heard of the horse or the courier or the 
captain of GEN. FORREST’S escort until the interesting article appeared in 
the Veteran. GEN. FORREST left a glove at Plantersville, and it is now in 
possession of MR. PERRY MCGHEE, Staunton, Ala. Are there any members of 
Company D., Fourth Alabama, living? I should like to hear of MR. JONATHAN 
ROSE and other wounded soldiers who were cared for at our home.

HUGH L.W. BOONE 
Taken from Confederate Veteran Vol. 7 p. 175 (1899)

T.C. LITTLE, Fayetteville, Tenn., writes again: 
HUGH L.W. BOONE died March 5, 1899, at his home near Booneville, LCT. 
Entering the Confederate service as a private in the Eighth Tennessee 
Regiment at its organization, he served with that regiment until FORREST’s 
escort was raised. he was transferred to this company, and served with it 
until the surrender at Gainesville, Ala., May 12, 1865. HUGH was one of 
the bravest of FORREST’S Cavalry, discharging every duty with a 
cheerfulness that showed his heart was in his work. He was known in the 
company as "UNCLE JOHN" and was a favorite with his comrades. He was a 
member of the Shackelford Fulton Bivouac, Fayetteville, Tenn., and a 
brother of CAPTAIN BOONE.

EDWIN H. DOUGLAS 
Taken from Confederate Veteran Vol. 7 p.517 (1899) 
Contributed by GEORGE A. WALLER, Ashford, CT 


The death of CAPT. EDWIN H. DOUGLAS, of Franklin, Tenn., which occurred 


recently, was a painful shock to the multitude of friends. He was of a 
fine constitution, and by his active out-of-door life was strong and 
splendidly developed. The picture herewith presented represents him as he 


appeared in war time. 
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EDWIN H. DOUGLAS was born at Fayetteville, Tenn., May, 1840, son of BYRD 
and MARY BRIGHT DOUGLAS. They removed to Nashville in 1847, and EDWIN 
received his education under EDWIN PASCHAL at Kimberly and at the Western 
Military School at Nashville, graduating in 1859. He then entered 
promptly in business life. 


In 1861 he enlisted for the South in CAPT. ED BAXTER’S battery, and was 
appointed gun sergeant. That battery was the first in action at Fishing 
Creek, under ZOLLICOFFER, and took part at Iuka, Miss., and in the battle 
of Shiloh. DOUGLAS was elected lieutnant when FREEMAN became captain. 
The battery transferred to BRAGG’S command at Chattanooga; afterwards 
attached to __URRAY’S Brigade, which crossed the Tennessee River at 
Bridgeport and captured Stevenson, Ala. The battery was next transferred 
to WHEELER’S cavalry at Columbia, Tenn., and attached to FORREST’S 
command. He participated in the battle of Parker’s Cross Raods and in the 
severe fight near Thompson’s Station, where it was captured by the Fourth 
U.S. regulars and CAPT. FREEMAN was killed, together with others of his 
battery who could not keep up with retreating Federals guarding them. 
LIEUT. DOUGLAS and other members of it escaped. The battery was with 
FORREST at the battle of Chickamauga, and was afterwards in most of his 
raids until the close of the war. After the war CAPT. DOUGLAS entered the 
commission business in Nashville with DOUGLAS, SONS & CO. The early 
seventies he married MISS BESSIE MCGAV__ of Franklin, Tenn., and in 1875 
began the life of __. and stock raiser on the MCGAVOCK farm, which he 
purchased. His wife died after two years of married life, and-several 
years later he married MRS. ELECTRA WOODFIN, who survives him with two 
daughters. He was brave, and famously generous and kindhearted. GEN 
FORREST. paid to him the high honor to say that he had no braver or more 
determined soldier in his command than ED DOUGLAS. 


His generous nature caused ardent devotion by his friends. He died at the 
residence of his brother, DR RICHARD DOUGLAS, in Nashville, to whom he 
came for consultation. MR. BYRD DOUGLAS, of Nashville, a brother, was 
part of the time a member of his battery.

REUNION OF TENNESSEE REGIMENTS 
Taken from Confederate Veteran Vol 7 p.395 (1899)

From report of Secretary Goodrich: 

The Eighth Tennessee Consolidated Association of Confederate Veterans met 
in their eighteenth annual reunion at Petersburg, Tenn., September 20, 21. 
Col. J.D. TILLMAN presiding. Wednesday night was devoted to business of 
the Association. Its name was changed to "Eighth Tennessee Consolidation 
of Confederate Soldiers," including portions of the First, Third, Eighth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty-Third, Thirty-Second, Forty-First, and 
Forty-Fourth Regiments, FREEMAN’S, MORTON’S and CARNES’S Batteries. 


COL. JOHN W. MORTON was present, and thanked the Association cordially for 
including his command in its membership. A resolution was adopted 
cordially indorsing COMRADE S.A. CUNNINGHAM, editor of the Veteran, in 
the controversy between himself and JOHN C. UNDERWOOD, agent for the 
battle Abbey Fund. The election of officers resulted as follows: F.M.

Col. James D. Tillman, who commanded the regiment in which I served as a 
Confederate soldier, in discussing resolutions upon the suit for libel 
before the survivors of many Tennessee Regiments at Petersburg, said: "I 
most cheerfully and cordially indorse the character of my old comrade in 
arms, S.A. CUNNINGHAM. He was an officer in my regiment, a soldier and a 
gentleman, a man of untiring energy and constant application to his duties 
as a soldier and officer first, and then to the preservation of dates and 
memorandum of the incidents of the march and the battles, which serve as 
the foundation of true history. He kept the best journal of the movements 
of his command that I have ever seen by one whose position gave him no 
wider field of vision. When I wish to know now where we were on a certan 
date and what was done and who did it, I consult his journal or diary, and 
rely implicitly upon his accuracy and freedom from prejudice and 
partiality.” 


While I performed the duties largely of an officer in my company and 
served much as sergeant major of the regiment, I never was honored with a 
commission. Being small for a soldier, I was permitted to carry a shorter 
gun than the regulation, a fine Enfield rifle, but it was one of the best 
guns in the service.

K.K.K. - One of the Klan Killed by a Negro near Bellbuckle. 
A negro named CALVIN ANDERSON, living near Bellbuckle, shot and 
killed a white man named BOB LOWE, who wore the disguise of a Kuklux, 
last Mon. morning. The circumstances are as follows: 


ANDERSON was aroused between the hours of 2 and 3 o’clock by someone 
knocking very loudly on his door and demanding admittance. The negro 
went to the door and asked who was there. The man on the outside 
told him to open the door and said if he didn’t he would break it 
down, and thereupon he {the outsider) went to a fence near by and got 
a rail, with which he broke down the door. The negro then saw he 
wore the garb of a Kuklux, and thinking he meant to do him some harm 
he (the negro) stepped back and got his shot gun, which was loaded 
with buckshot, and fired at the man as he entered the door, The 
Kuklux threw up his hands and ran to the fence and attempted to climb 


over, but fell on the outside. The negro, observing that there were 
four others near, ran out the back door and hid in some lumber near 
the house. The other four Kuklux ran off, but came back in about an 
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hour and took off the dead man’s garb and carried him away, leaving 
the garb on the ground by the fence. They also left two mules which 
the negro afterwards took charge of. 


The negro fearing some further injury would be attempted, came to 
Shelbyville Mon. morning and delivered himself to the Sheriff. He 
brought with him the garb which had been left at his fence. It 
consisted of a hood or head gear and a short jacket and pants. The 
material was red calico, trimmed with white, There was also another 
hood made of white domestic and trimmed with red. 


It seems that the red hood was worn at the time of the shooting as 
it contains a great many bullet or shot holes. It hung down about as 
far as the waist and the shot holes were on the right side, 
indicating that the load penetrated the right lung. 


Everybody believed the negro justifiable and he was not arrested. 
He remained in Shelbyville all day Mon. and went home Mon. night. 
The dead man’s garb was left with the Sheriff. 


CALVIN ANDERSON is considered a peaceable and quiet negro and has 
never been known to be engaged in any difficulty with any one. 


The affair is deeply deplored and lamented by the community in which 
the young man resided, but every one seems to justify the negro. 


ROBERT LOWE is the son of a widow and a nephew of COL. JAS. LOWE. 
The affair will no doubt put an end to Kukluxing in that 
neighborhood. 


SUICIDE - A letter from Indiana brings the information that MR. WILLIAM 
SMITH, aged about 30 years, suicided about 4 wks. ago, by a shot in 
the head from a gun. He was unmarried, and thought to be Sane, 
although letters that he wrote showed deliberation and systematic 
conduct in preparing for his final exit. He was a son of ALLEN 
SMITH, formerly of Cold Water, this county, who died during the war. 


KILLED - MR. ROBT. F. HOMAN, formerly of this Place, was killed in 


Rockdale, TX, June 2ist. We have no particulars. He was the 
youngest son of MR. CORNELIUS HOMAN, who was long a citizen of 
Fayetteville.

DEATH OF THE BEAR - That there is a bear roaming at his own sweet will 
through the corn-fields south-east of town, was hardly controverted 
by any one last Saturday; several persons of unquestioned veracity 
having said they had seen, what appeared to them, a bear, and others 
who possess a wonderful elasticity of imagination converted every 
impression of a man’s foot into bruin’s track. The evidence was 
sufficient to draw out the "Nicks’ Brigade" in stronger force 
Saturday night than at any time previously. After much search the 
cry, "Eureka," smote the stillness of the midnight air. The Brigade 
quickly congregated in the vicinity of His Bearship’s lair and 
succeeded in pouring 55 rounds of shot into his bloody carcass, when 
one of an adventurous turn of mind stealthily advanced and discovered 
that it had been manufactured of calico and straw expressly for the 
occasion. As may be inferred, the Brigade didn’t entertain that 
friendly feeling for the person that manufactured the bear(?) that 
David did for Jonathan. 


MRS. TWITTY, aged about 45 years, wife of our friend P.L. TWITTY, of Cold 
Water, died suddenly on Monday morning last. While preparing for 
church, Sunday, she was taken ill and died as noted.

MARTIN and WILLIAMS were absent on a deer hunt at the time. BEELAR 
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Was arrested, and last night about ten o’clock, just as the officer and 
five other armed men arrived in the edge of town with the prisoner, 
they were overpowered by about one hundred armed men. 


The prisoner was taken from them and carried three miles in the 
country on the Tullahoma pike and hung to the same limb on which the 
two negro ravishers were hung in 1872. He was found there this 
morning and cut down by the Coroner at 8 o’clock.

The progenitor of the Fulton Co. branch of the OLIVER family was 
PLEASANT OLIVER, who was born in VA ca 1810, (Campbell co. jww) but moved 
to TN in 1831. In about 1841, PLEASANT OLIVER was married to MISS MARY 
SMITH of northern Mississippi (PLEASANT OLIVER to LUCINDA SMITH by W.P. 
PULLIAM, J.P. November 5, 1840 in LCT Marriages p.37. Family tradition is 
that MARY LUCINDA SMITH was a daughter of JOHN and ISABELLA VINCENT SMITH 
of LCT. PLEASANT OLIVER’S sister, JEANNETTA P. OLIVER married ISOM HOSEA 
SMITH, brother to MARY LUCINDA SMITH. jww) The following named children 
were born to this union (PLEASANT & MARY SMITH OLIVER): CARROLL, PLEASANT, 
THOMAS, MARTHA JANE, SARAH, ROBERT, SANDFORD and NANCY. 

In December of 1856, PLEASANT OLIVER and his family came to Fulton co., 
Ark.and settled on the headwaters of Strawberry River in what is known to 
day as the Shady Grove Community. It seems that PLEASANT OLIVER was some 
kind of a "Kingpin" in the OLIVER family, for his father, two brothers, 
William and Benjamin, two sisters, Minnie and the name of the other sister 
is unknown to the writer followed him from VA to TN. and we find two 
brothers and two sisters moving with him from TN to Fulton co, But one of 
the brothers, WILLIAM just remained in Fulton co. one night before he 
began a return to TN. 

The OLIVER family is a thrifty, honest and intelligent set of people. 
Soon after their arrival in Fulton co. they had made a large acquaintance 
and a host of friends in their new home. For the most part the OLIVERS 
have always been Baptist religiously and they soon became members of the 
local Baptist churches and took an active part in carrying on the work of 
their local church. When the public schools system was set up after the 
close of the Civil War the OLIVERS took an active part in the promotion of 
the schools. Some of the older members of the OLIVER family were the best 
scholars in the country. The OLIVER family is still an active and useful 
family of people and are highly respected by their neighbors. 

A family whose ability to make friends and keep them in the way the 
OLIVERS have always done are going to find suitable life companions in the 
neighborhood where they live. The OLIVERS did just that. A few years 
after the OLIVERS landed in Fulton co., BENJAMIN OLIVER, PLEASANT’S 
brother took for his second wife a MISS McQUIRTER (CHARLES B. OLIVER

BENJAMIN was named as administrator and used the names of BENJAMIN and 
CHARLES BENJAMIN. jww) and they-BENJAMIN and MISS McQUIRTER-became the 
parents of two daughters named MAID, who married a PADEN and MINNIE, who 
married a COCHRAN, MILLIE, PLEASANT and BENJAMIN’S sister married a 
TORRANCE (MILDRED OLIVER, daughter of BENJAMIN OLIVER married JOSEPH 
TORRANCE Sept. 25, 1821 in Campbell co., VA.by SAMUEL DAVIDSON, M.G. jww ) 
and they became the parents of two sons. The two sons were C.C. and 
WILLIAM TORRENCE. C.C. TORRENCE was at one time County Surveyor of Fulton 
co. 

At about the beginning of the Civil War, PLEASANT OLIVER’S children 
began to marry and establish homes of their own. MARTHA JANE married N.P. 
GOATCHER and they became the parents of one son, N.P. (NICK) GOATCHER who 
for many years lived in Salem and at Viola. NICK’S father, N.P. GOATCHER, 
was killed during the Civil War. I have no record of the marriage of 
CARROLL, THOMAS and NANCY. SANDFORD married MARY KELTON for his first 
wife and NANCY MAINARD was his second wife. SARAH married E.L. RICHARSON. 
I have no record of their family if they had any children. ROBERT chose 
for his first wife MISS MARTHA ELLIS and MARY COOK became his second wife. 
ROBERT OLIVER was the parent of the following named children: P.A., MARY, 
MARVIN, SADA, BAXTER, CORA, W.F., BRYAN AND ERMA. 

For the most part the OLIVERS have been farmers and livestock growers. 
In the old days the OLIVERS were noted for their beautiful horses. They 
owned some of the best and the most beautiful horses and mules in the 
county. The older members of the OLIVER family were excellent horse 
masters, and their harness always looked as if it has just been brought 
out of the store and put on the team--it was so straight and free of 
wrinkles and twists. But this type of people was bound to produce some 
profound thinkers, teachers, preachers and artists. 

Several of the Older members of the OLIVER family became scholars and 
teachers of local fame. And there were profound thinkers among them. 
MARVIN OLIVER wrote a little book which depicted MARVIN as a man who could 
think deeply. The title of the book was, "Science and Religion." No 
doubt, had MARVIN adequate schooling and had had the needed facilities for 
research near him, he would have produced a volume that would have been in 
demand by teachers and students in many schools over the nation. 

Another OLIVER who has distinguished himself as an artist is M.E. 
Oliver of Huntsville, Ark. M.E. OLIVER is a son of PLEASANT C. and MARY 
ANN COOK OLIVER, both natives of Fulton co. MR. OLIVERS’ drawings appear 
in newspapers and magazines located in all parts of the Nation under the 
title of "Strange Scenes in the Ozarks." M.E. OLIVER also does special 
drawing for special purposes and for special people. 

The OLIVER family has made a great contribution to the good and well- 
being of Fulton Co. It is regrettable that the county did not have more 
like them.

The daclaration of Sarah Shaw, widow of William Shaw, deceased a 
Revolutionary pensioner of the United States, made in order to obtain the 
benefit of the Act of Congress of the 7th July 1835, entitled “An Act Granting 
Half Pay and Pension to Certain Widows." 


State of Tennessee: On the Sixth day of January 1945 personally appeared 
Lincoln County i before the County Court of the County aforesaid, 
Sarah Shaw, a resident in the County of Lincoln aforesaid, aged Seventy Seven 
years who being first duly sworn according to law, doth, on her oath make the 
following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of a pension made by the 
Act af Congress passed July 7, 1835 entitled "An Act Granting Half Pay and 
Pansions to Certain Widows". That she is the widow of William Shaw who was a 
Revolutionary Pensioner under the Act of Congress passed 7th July 1832. 


She further declares that she was married to said William Shaw on the 
Seventh day of June in the year Seventeen hundred and eighty seven; That her 
husband the aforesaid William Shaw died on the twenty fifth day of August 
Pighteen hundred and forty two; That she was not married to him prior to his 
leaving the service, but the marriage took place prior to the first of January 
seventeen hundred and ninety four viz at the time above stated.

Deposition by William Shaw 
State of Tennessee Lincoln County 


On this 19th day of October 1832 personally appeared in open court before 
the Justice of the Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions, now sitting, William 
Shaw a resident of said County of Lincoln, aged about Seventy four years, who 
being first duly sworn according to law, doth on his oath make the following 
declaration, in order to obtain the benefit of the Act af Congress passed June 
7, 1832. 


That he first entered service in Guilford County, State of North Carolina 
in the fall of 1775 under the command of Col. James Martin, Col. Com., John 
Paisley, Lieutenant Colonel, Captain Arthur Forbis, Lieutenant William Wiley 
and Ensign William Gilmer my Company Officers. I also served a second tour 
under the above mentioned officers but have no distinct recoliectian of the 


exact time I served in either the two tours, he thinks between two and three 
months. 


My third tour was against the Cherokee Indians in 17745 under the commanc 
of Brigadier Gen. Rutherford and under the Regimental and Company officers 
above mentioned and was in service between three and four months. 


I again, in the latter part of the year 1779, I think, served a tour of 
Three months in the capacity of Orderly Sergeant in Capt. Smith Moore’s 
Company under the Command of a Col. Isaac. One of my Subaltern officers nane 
was Charley Barnes, the others are forgotten. During this tour we were 
principally engaged in ranging thru Randolph County, Caraway mountains, Padee 
Montgomery County and athers against the Tories and others. 


Again in 1780 a short time before Gen. Gates defeat at Camden, 1 served a 
tour of duty under the command of Capt. Whitsell to go to Suffolk in Virginia 
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for arms and ammunition. We marched direct to Halifax from which slace 
Colonel Long, Guartermaster General, I believe, sant other wagadans under the 
ascort of our guard, we proceeded to Suffolk where wae abtained both and 
returned by the same route and were engaged therein between two and three 
months. 


I also served a tour of three months under Colonel Paisley against the 
Tories on Padee River and the adjoining counties, but cannot distinctly state 
the exact period when it was. 


In the latter part of the year 1780, I attached myself to a Company of 
Light Horse under the command af Captain John Gillespie, Daniel Gillespie, 
Lieutenant and George Parks, Cornet. Daniel Gillespie subsequently became our 
Captain, George Parks Lieut. and William Kerr Cornet. John Gillespie having 
been promated to the command cf a regiment. From this period until the 
conclusion of Peace we were continually employed in scouting the country from 
Guilford County in North Carolina to Waxaw Creek in South Carclina and were 
engaged in various skirmishes with the Tories and British. One at Charlotte, 
one at Wacham’s Lane and sundry others of less note. We were in active 
service about two years and six months. Two years of which I served in the 
Capacity of Orderly Sergeant. Qur principal commander was Colonel William &. 
Davis both at Charlotte and Wacham’s Lane. 


To the different interrogatories propounGged by the War Department I Make 
the following reply: 


Agreeably to record my birth, I was born on the Sth day of February 1758 
in Killeleagh parish, County Down, Ireland and in the year 1772 1 immigrated 
to America and settled in Guilford County in the State of North Carolina where 
I continued ta reside through the revolutionary war and afterwards until the 
fall of the year 1817 when I removed to the State of Tennessee and settled in 
Lincoln County where I have continued ever since. On each tour af duty I was 
called on I entered the same as a volunteer, with the exception of the tour 
against the Cherokee Indians when I was drafted. And in additian to the 
officers already mentioned was Col. Alexander Martin who was the regular 
officer who commanded us on my first tour of duty in 1775 employed principally 
against Scotch Tories under McDonald, McLeod and others. 

T received a discharge of each tour of duty I was engaged in, together 
with certificates of pay - all of which I lost by burning of my home; and am 
therefore unable to say here precisely how long I was in service, but was in 
all between three and four years. 


I am known to my neighbors where I reside and presume that some of them 
will appear before the Court and Testify for me. 


And [1 hereby relinquish every claim whatever to a pension or annuity 
except the present, and declare that my name is not on the pension roll of the 
aging of any state.

THANKS TO MR.AND MAS. TIM MARSH

I had a very meaningful experience this past October 18. On our way 


back from High Point, N.C. we dipped down in to LCT, my first trip there, 
to try to locate graves of two sets of my great, great, great grandparents 
and two great, great grandmothers. 

For years I’ve been grateful to TIM MARSH and his wife (HELEN jww) 
for their effort in recording graves in the county. However, it wasn’t 
until we actually tried to find them, did I get an inkling of the effort, 
time and patience they extended in all of our behalf. What a job! Thank 
goodness they recorded them when they did because now, years later, some 
of the inscriptions are much more difficult to read. If I hadn’t known 
from MR. MARSH’S book what was written on the stones I would have been at 
a loss to decipher some of them. 

We first went to Rose Hill Cemetery in Fayetteville. It was easy to 
find but one look at all those graves, we didn’t know where to begin. A 
lady, taking her morning walk, suggested HIGGINS Funeral Home might have a 
map of the cemetery, She told us where to find it. MR. HIGGINS, SR. was 
Kind enough to show us the map and since he was on his way home offered to 
help us look. with his help, in no time we found the grave of MARTHA M. 
SMITH, wife of ALFRED SMITH 1807-1879, my great, great grandmother, and 
those of three of her daughters. 

The next graves we wanted to find were those of MARTHA’S parents, 
JOHN AND HANNAH BUCHANAN, who were in ROBERT BUCHANAN’S cemetery, which 
appeared, on MARSH’S map, to be in somebody’s field--off Highway 431--but 
whose? Our problem was: we could find no one at home in the general area 
to ask if it was in their field. Sadly, we gave up. 

Maybe we’d have better luck with the SHARP cemetery which appeared 
near Highway 231, just north of Fayetteville. It is near the DAVES 


cemetery. Driving north of town some distance we could tell the 
cemeteries were not going to jump out at us. When we saw a farmer on his 
tractor we asked for directions. He suggested we go on north to the next 


town, Belleville, and ask MRS. CHAPMAN at CHAPMAN’S Grocery. MRS. CHAPMAN 
did recall the two cemeteries but for better directions she called MISS 
RUTH, who was able to give us clear directions. We soon found the old 
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(Con’t Thanks to MR & MRS. MARSH) 

house set back from the road. It didn’t look as though anyone was home 
but five dogs in the yard kept us from knocking. We went back to the 
road, passed the field to the next house. Fortunately for us MRS. LUCILE 
BOAZ HOPSON was home and was kind enough to help us by pointing out where 
we would find the SHARP graves. The DAVES cemetery was on her property. 
We went back to the old house, parked near the road and walked up the 


incline. There were the graves ina grove of trees: ALICE and ADLAI 
SHARP 1785-1850 and 1779-1826 respectively, another set of my great, 
great, great grandparents. Buried there also were three of their 


unmarried sons and their daughters, ELIZABETH H. SHERRILL, 1819-1848 and 
NANCY GRACY, 1808-1862, my great, great grandmother. We had to go to 
Giles County to find the graves of her husband, WNR (as shown. jww) GRACY 
and his parents, RACHEL and JOHN GRACY. JOHN’S stone said he was a 
Revolutionary soldier. I was pleased to see it so marked. 

I want to say, publicly, thanks so much to MR. AND MRS. TIM MARSH, 
who with great effort, preserved for so many of us, evidences of our 
>roots.’ 

NOTE; SUE speaks for all of us, HELEN and TIM. My idea of heaven is 

a quiet afternoon and a new MARSH book. jww.

We have purchased (or rather, 
have gone into debt) for the above pictured building located 
at 1508 W. Washington St. The building is a fairly nice little 
building and we are presently doing repairs, improvements, 
etc. We hope to have it ready so we can get moved into it by 
the first meeting on January 5, 1992. 


We completed another volume of Genealogy Ancestor Charts 
during the past year. This brings to a total of nine volumes 
with each volume containing two hundred ancestor charts. We 
have completed an index, complete with surname and given name, 
for the first eight volumes of our ancestor charts. This is 
1600 ancestor charts. A copy of the index is located in the 
Lincoln County Library and in our Genealogical Society Work 
Room. Now that we have plenty of room for record retention, we 
are urging all members to donate any copies of your personal 
research papers and especially any family history books that 
have been compiled. We also would appreciate any research 
books on genealogy that you may wish to contribute to help 
expand our research material. 


We purchased several research books during the year and these 
have all been given to the Lincoln County Library and placed 
in the Genealogical Section. We have also received several 
family histories from our members. These have been bound with 
hard backs and have also been placed in the Library. We 
encourage members to produce family histories so we can make 
them available to future generations of persons researching 
Lincoin County ancestors. 


We ended 1991 with 324 members in the Society. Approximately 
90% of our membership live outside of Lincoln County. We are 
proud of all our members and we wish to continue to promote 

participation in Genealogy. 
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Monthly meetings are scheduled for the first Sunday of each 
month, except for holiday week ends which will be the second 
Sunday. These meetings are held to conduct the business of 
your Society and to help members with research. They are held 
at 2:00 PM. Each of our out-of-town members are encouraged to 
visit these meetings when you are in town.

COL. C.C. MCKINNEY

COL. C.C. MCKINNEY was born near Fayetteville, TN in 1825. At the 
completion of his education he located near Petersburg, TN where in 1849 
he married MISS MARY LUNA. In 1873 he became a resident of Lewisburg, TN 
at which place he still lives, commanding at the age of 74 a similar 
respect to that which he inspired in the earlier days of activity, when he 
urged his men to deeds of heroism. He enlisted on May 1, 1861, and served 
faithfully during the entire war. During the first year he was appointed 
first Lt, and adjutant of the 8th TN Vol Inf. at Corinth, MS, and in May, 
1862, he became Major of the Regiment. He was in GEN BRAGG’S command, and 
participated in the battles of Perryville and Murfreesboro,being promoted 
at the latter place to the rank of Lt. Col. COL. MCKINNEY was engaged 
with his reg’t at the two days’ struggle at Chickamauga and at Missionary 
Ridge; also in various skirmishes of the N. GA campaign. He was with the 
army during HOOD’S raid into TN, and fought in the battle of Franklin, 
going later to Corinth, MS, and thence across the states to Bentonville, 
NC, where the last infantry battle was fought.

Confederate Veteran Vol. 8 p.295 
MR. HUGH DAVIDSON writes from Shelbyville, TN: At the time of GEN. 
WHEELER’S stampede through Shelbyville, although quite a small lad, I 
witnessed and experienced many things. I write specially of a little 
souvenir that I possess of that event. On the night following the battle 
five or six wounded Confederates were brought to my father’s home by the 
Federal troops, One of these died before we could get his name. In his 
haversack we found a small piece of earthenware, resembling an old- 
fashioned, "big-around and wide-out" tea sup, with three nubs around the 
outer edge, so that it could be arranged to hang over a fire. Upon one 
Side was a rude cut of the Confederate flag, and on the opposite the 
figure of a man’s head and the name "J.W. Davidson.” Can any reader help 
me find the relatives of this man.
